CATS OF HIGH DEGREE. 


—The total wealth of Great Britain 


with all her possessions is estimated by 
an American authority to be $40,000,-

EGGS OF THE EPINORNIS. 


They Are ISO Times Larger Than Those 


of a Hen. 


In the museum of the Academj of 


Science at Paris, the British museum, 
London, the National museum at Vi- 
enna, and in the severaJ smaller insti- 
tutions for th» advancement of science, 
there may be seen specimens of biifli* 
eggs 1% hich are almost as large as tw o- 
gallon jugs. These eggs were laid by 
the epinornJs, an extinct and gigantic 
bird of Madagascar. The cubic bulk 
of these eggs is eight times that of the 
egg of "the silly bird of the Sahara," 
wliich means that each of them is equal 
in point of capacity to 150 hens' eggs. 


The first discovery of these interest- 


ing relics of past times was made by the 
captain of a merchant vessel, which 
had stopped at a port on the northeast- 
ern coast of Madagascar to trade with 
the natives. During the stay nt the 
point mentioned, the curious vossela 
used by the1 natives for water vases at- 
ti acted the attention of the captain. 


Upon investigation it was found that 


these odd utensils were in reality gigan- 
tic eggs cut in halves. Upon questioning 
the water carriers in regard to the bird 
that laid the eggs and the place where 
they were procured, the captain was 
ghen to understand that the bird iteelf 
was unknown, but that the eggs were 
discovered in a large sand bank borne 
distance away in the up country, and 
could not be found elsewhere to the 
knowledge of the natives. 


An offer tccpurdhase all that could be 


procured soon resulted in the discovery 
of several fine specimens, all of wliich 
fell into the hands of Isadore O. St 
Hilaire, the French naturalist. These 
curiosities were afterwards distributed 
among the largest museums. — Elmira 
Telegram. 


The Plague of Locunta In Africa. 


These plagues have visited this part 


of the country in recent years; first, 
of mice, w hich ate up the roots of the 
rice and maize; then caxne the cattle 
plague, which attacked beasts both wild 
and domestic, and killed all the buffa- 
loes; and now the locusts. As I re- 
turned from Kopa-Kopa an immense 
cloud of locusts were darkening the 
air. They sped along at the rate of 
four miles an hour, settling on etery 
patch of maize, millet or sorghum. All 
the natives were out, old and young. 
beating drums, shouting1, rushing here 
and there, and beating crops with 
swishes to drive the pests away. Ir. 
spite of their efforts the crops will be 
destroyed. The natives are very care- 
less about the future; knowing well 
that they are always subject to locusts., 
they do not take the precaution to 
grow manioc, wliich locusts do not eat.

Persia surpasses all otherroyal devotees 
in enthusiasm foq cats. He has 50 of 
them, and they have attendants of their 
own, with special rooms for mealp. 
When the shah goes away, they go too, 
carried by men 011 horseback. The late 
czar wa» very fond of the feline tribe. 
When visiting- the king of Denmark on 
one occasion he alarmed the menials 
by rushing out very early in the morn- 
ing to the gardens.- From the window 
of his sleeping' room he had seen a big 
dog attack his favorite black cat, and 
without staying to complete liis toilet 
he had fled to her rescue. 


The famous royal ca.t of Siam is a 


large white, short-haired variety, with 
black face and a peculiar formation of 
ear. It is a persona grata at the court 
of Siam. Its preciousness may be 
judged from the fact that it once took 
three gentlemen of influence thiee 
months to procure one for an English 
.consul at Bangkok. Our cat, according 
to Sir John Mivart, is descended from 
the domestic cat of the 
Egyptians, 


among whose inscriptions it is men- 
tioned as early as 1684 B. C., and was 
oertainly domesticated in Egypt 13 cen- 
turies before Christ. 


It was the object of extreme •venera- 


tion, and Herodotus mentions that on 
the death of their eats the Egyptians 
shaved their eyebrows, and were always 
more anxious to save their cats than 
their household goods from a confla- 
gration. Mivart believes that the cat 
was domesticated in Europe before the 
Christian era. 
The same observer 


awards puss a very high range of in- 
stinctive emotions, and enumerates no 
less tlian. 18 "active powers" possessed 
by the cat. Over and above these phys- 
ical faculties, other observers have 
claimed for the cat, a certain hygienic 
value.

HOW FISH ARE SUFFOCATED. 


They Meed a (Ireat Supply of Air to 8u§- 


I 
tain Life. 


Fish breathe air dissolved in water, 


and the oxygen which they thua receive 
is as necessary to their life as the oxy- 
gen of the air is to ours; hence, if de- 
prived of it they die exactly as land 
animals v>ould do—of suffocation. This 
may be proved in a variety of way.s. 
Fish will not live in distilled water, or 
water that has been boiled, because it 
contains little or no oxygen. 
They 


will die if left too long in a tank with- 
out change of viater, because they have 
used up all the oxygen and can no long- 
er breathe. Thit. is why fish are been 
in badly-kept aquaria to come ito the 
surface in search of air. If air be 
pumped through the water, they will 
assume their usual position. Some hah 
need additional air, and have a modified 
form of lung. These will die if pre- 
vented from coming to the surface of

Crowding when the swarm meets the 
net. The same thing happens when 
the water in which they live is closely 
'frozen over for a long time, as it is in 
the arctic regions. The same fact may 
be illustrated in a, different way by 
passing nitrous oxide, or laughing1 gas, 
into a bowl containing fish, not from 
poisoning, but from suffocation.—N. Y. 
World.

The board of health of New York 


city has ruled out knives, forks, spoons 
and towels from the free lunch counter 
in all saloons, says the Journal. At the 
meeting the other day the new rule 
was adopted in the form of a resolution, 
but a section is to be added to the 
sanitary code BO that enforcement will 
be easier. 
It is considered, in one 


sense, an emergency measure, and any 
neglect or disobedience will likely be 
quickly detected and promptly pun- 
ished. 


"This is one of the most important 


acts* of the health board," said Dr. 
Doty. "There is no telling how much 
injury the knife, fork and spoon on 
the free lunch counter have done. The 
indiscriminate use of such utensile 
may have most terrible results. They 
are transmitters of infectious diseases. 
It is easy to understand that the dis- 
eases of one man might be readily con- 
tracted by another, provided both men 
xtse the same knife or fork or spoon atu 
lunch counter. 
I have no doubt that 


great harm has been done by the indis- 
criminate use of these articles." 


Simple a» this order ia, it has caused 


consternation among the saloon-keep- 
ers. 
Most of the free lunch men de- 


clare that free lunch cutlery is kept as 
pure as knives and forks in restaur- 
ants and hotels. Several saloon-keep- 
ers were of the opinion that the health 
board's order will give them on excuse 
to meet, memorialize the health board, 
and do away with the free lunch alto- 
gether, and return to the good old days 
of crackers ond cheese.

Suggestion for RcoovaUng Dellcatt 
Handkerchiefs and Bilk Parasols. 


The very popular blazer suits when 


net worn with a regular shirt waist 
often have onily wash or china silk 
fronts as a finish, particularly if the 
suits themselves are of cotton or linen 
duels, or gra&s linen, and as these soil 
quite quickly they need frequent laun- 
dering in order to preserve the desired 
daintiness of appearance. Too often, 
however, they are ruined by careless 
washing1 and ironing1, and are useless 
thereafter. 


A very simple and pretty front is 


made of wash, silk, curved out of the 
throat lines and basted on a stiff col- 
lar, about which a ribbon is tied, finish- 
ing in a bow at the back. The silk is 
long- enough to hang- a little full at the 
waist, a thread is run about two inches 
from the bottom, drawing the fullness 
into the front, and this is tucked under 
the band of the skirt and held firmly 
in place by the belt of leather or ribbon. 
To launder this all that is necessary is 
to rip it off the collar, let out, the draw- 
ing thread, wash it thoroughly in, warm 
soap suds, rinse in cold water, and while 
still very wet pin it, stretched tightly, 
on a lapboard or any smooth. surface. 
When dry it will be as free from 
wrinkles as if ironed and as soft as 
new iilk. It is a great mistake.cver to 
iron thin silk, as, if done when dump, it 
becomes as crackly as paper, while if 
allowed to partly dry first it is almost 
impossible to entirely remove the rough 
dry appearance unless a very hot iron 
is used, in which case there is danger of 
scorching. Hot irons* are not always 
convenient things to obtain when not in 
one's own home, and a know ledge of 
how to obtain satisfactory results with- 
out them is not to be ignored. 


Delicate handkerchiefs, if carefully 


washed, and while very wet .spread on a 
mirror or i«im1ow pane and, left there 
till perfectly dry, will look as though 
beautifully ironed. 


Chamois gloves should be washed on 


the hands, all Hie seams pushed into 
their right places, and the gloves partly 
dried with a soft towel before being 
gently removed, stretched aswliem new, 
and left to complete the process in the 
fres.li air. Before wearing they should 
•be rubbed slightly to take away the 
stiffness, which is characteristic of 
chamois after being- wet. 


A good .scheme for freshening the ap- 


pearance of white silk para&ols, or any 
silk that will stand water, is to wet 
them thoroughly all over, open them 
and let them remain so until dry. All 
wrinkles are done away with and in- 
stead of a in ussy, half-worn-looUng ar- 
ticle one has an apparently now para «ol, 
•w ith all the beauty of itr pristine white- 
ness restored.—Philadelphia Inquiri-i.

her knees, with her brush uud dustpan, 
stirring np the du&t to the detrhnenLoi 
every one, and breathing germ-laden 
particles to her own possible destruc- 
tion. 


It needs but a small amount of com- 


mon sense to see that, if the carpets 
must continue—a thing greatly to be 
deprecated—they should be rubbt-d 
with a damp cloth rather than brushed; 
and that, if, in deference to prejudice, 
they must be brushed, this should be 
done by a covered American tweeper, 
with plenty of damp tea leaves. Of all 
ways of removing dirt from a carpet, 
the worst is by the use of the ordinury 
short brush, which, involves the house- 
maid kneeling down in. the midst of the 
d.ust, which s<he so needlessly cteatos, 
and drawing- it into her lungs with 
every breath.

. which is entirely original in design and is

The truck is about twenty-four feet long.
